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PREFACE 


Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1966, 

The  urbanisation  of  this  rural  area  continues  apace.  More  than 
800  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year.  The  Council  celebrated 
the  completion  of  the  3»000th  Council  house,  an  achievement  of  v;hich 
members  may  be  justly  proud. 

The  Meals  on  V/heels  service  continues  to  run  smoothly,  and  during 
the  year  11,898  meals  were  served.  I am  indebted  to  the  members  of 
the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  for  their  co-operation  and  support 
in  the  implementation  of  this  scheme  which  is  subsidised  by  the 
Council, 

The  recreational  needs  of  the  younger  people  in  the  area  are  to  be 
satisfied  by  the  erection  of  tv;o  nev;  heated  indoor  swimming  pools.  It 

has  been  decided  that  one  is  to  be  sited  a.t  Southgate,  Llantrisant 
and  the  other  in  the  northern  half  of  the  area  at  Tonyrefail. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  Council  in  principle,  and  the 
machinery  is  in  motion,  to  erect  a sev/age  works  to  cater  for  the 
Cross  Inn  district.  Committees  are  at  present  working  on  the 
proposed  new  sewage  v;orks  at  Miskin,  The  position  with  regard  to 
sewage  disposal  at  parts  of  Groesfaen,  Upper  Church  Village,  Willowford, 
Mwyndy  and  Talygarn  remains  unaltered, 

I should  like  to  thajok  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement  and 
support,  the  Council's  officials  for  their  friendly  co-operation  and 
the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  loyalty  during 
the  year.
